A conference of the Wesl 
glass manufacturers and their workmen 
was held at Pittsburgh recently, which 
resulted in a settlement of the wage 
question on the basis of a reduction of 224 
ent. This agreement was reached 
only after long and frequent sessions, in 
which were considered an endless num- 
ber of propositions from both the manu- 
facturers and their employes. 

The joint committee, after a long and 
fruitless conference, appointed a sub- 
committee, consisting of H. Sellers Mc 
Kee and Joel G. Say re for the manufac- 
turers and Messrs . Eberhardt and Thomas 
Unks for the workers. The committee 
retired and after a lengthy conference 
decided to recommend to the whole com 
mittee that a settlement be made on the 
straight list practically as proposed by 
the workers, and compromising on the 
amount of the reduction by making it 824 
percent, off the general list Instead of 80 
per cent., as decided upon by the work- 
ers, leaving the 10 per cent, advance to 
be counted on the gatherers before the 
22i per cent ; was taken off. 

The report was received by the full 
committees and the scale signed accord 
ingly. This is an important cut in the 
, and one that was acceded to by 
the Workers' Committee with a great 
deal of reluctance; but trade is dull, 
prices low. and manufacturers express 
little anxiety to start their works; the

Until Tuesday of this week it wat 
eipeoted that there would be two exe 
cutlons upon the same scaffold in th« 
Allegheny county Jailyard Thursday. 
A reprieve for George Dukovic wa* 
granted by the irovernor. on the ground 
of insanity, and George Schmouse died 
alone. The triple murder for which 
Schmouse was convicted, in Septem- 
ber. 189«, took place on the mornii 
July 2(1, 1893. 

Schmouse committed one of the 
horrible crimes ever heard of. and all 
to secure the paltry insurance of hit 
wife's and children's lives. Pof some 
unaccountable reason he permitted 
Johnny, nged 8 years, and an infant, 
to live. Johnny was the chief witnesi 
ngainst his father. It WM on his evi- 
dence that the inhuman father and 
husband was found guilty of murder 
in the flint degree. 

Kurly on the morning of the crime 
the Schmouse residence on the hillside, 
overlooking South Pittsburgh, wet 
discovered in flames. The firemen 
recovered from the house the part- 
ly consumed bodies of Mrs. Schmoust 
and her two little girls. The 
heads of all three had been bat- 
tered with a ha mi 
found in one e>i the rooms. The 
house had been set on fire 
the crime. The oase was appealed 
to the supreme court, but the deci- 
sion of the lower court, sustaining the 
verdict, was affirmed. The stolid de-

Schmouse ainoe 1 
tinned until Tuesday last, at which 
time the first sign of emotion occurred,

Loudon, Sept. The correspond- 
ent of the Central New* at Tlen-Tstn 
Seltfrepht further detail* as follows: 

The work of transferring the troops 
and stores from the Chinese transports 
to the shore was proceeding rapidly, 
when the Japanese fleet was sighted. 
Admiral Ting signaled to his fleet to 
form in line of battle. In obedience to 
this order the fleet was formed in a sin- 
gle line, with the exception of thecruis- 
er Kwang-Hai-Kwangand four torpedo 
boots, which were formed in a sec- 
ond line at the mouth of the river. The 
Japanese fleet advanced at full speed 
while the Chinese columns were form- 
ing in line until they came within 
range, when the worships formed in 
line of battle, nine of them in the first 
column and three gunboats and fire 
torpedo boats in the second column. 
The firing at the outset of the engage- 
ment was of an indifferent order, but 
the Japanese were creeping gradually 
closer to the Cninese ships, and the 
gunner* were improving by practice. 

The Chinese barbette ship Ting- Yuen 
was the first to suffer any serious in- 
Jury. A Japanese shell bursting In 
her battery. A furious cannonade was 
kept up for an hour and a half, when 
the Japanese ship Seiko was rendered 
helpless, and, aeoording to the asser- 
tion of a Chinese officer, 'sank soon 
afterward. Two of the big guns of 
the battle ship Chen- Yuen were dis- 
abled, but the continued to use ber 
smaller funs. The vessels of both 
fleets worked very easily under steam, 
and the Japanese were constantly 
maneuvering, but the Chinese held 
their original position. 

Suddenly two Japanese oruisers, be- 
lieved to hare been the Akltsushima 
and the Yoahino, endeavored to break 
\nc*4ine. They were followed by three 
torpedo boats. As the Japanese ships 
advanced, at full speed, the Chinese 
ships Chang-Yuen and Chao-Yung 
backed at full speed astern to avoid 
disaster. The Japanese torpedo boats 
fired, but their projeotiles were stop- 
ped by nets. The guns of the other 
Chinese ships were trained on the two 
Japanese cruisers, and they retired In 
a short time almost helpless. The Chi- 
nese declare they were sunk. 
flThe Chin*- Yuen was several times 
pierced by shells. The Chao-Yung ran 
ashore while retreating, and became a 
target for the Japanese guns until she 
was set on fire. The Chlng-Yucn was in 
a terrible plight. A shell burst 
through her decks, and she slowly 
foundered, while flames buret from all 
parts. The Tsi-Yuen withdrew from, 
the first into the second soluma The 
Chinese torpedo boats attempted to 
put the Japanese on the defensive, but 
the Japanese remained the aggressors 
throughout, although two or three at- 
tempts to break the Chinese line were 
repulsed. The cruiser Yung-Wei went 
ashore, stern foremost, and met a fate 
similar to that of the Chao-Yung. 
After the first three hours of the en- 
gagement the firing was Intermittent. 

The Japanese war loans, the list of 
which closed September 30, has re- 
ceived subscriptions covering three 
times the amount of the loan.

The Adams was so firmly grounded 
that the Yorktown and Concord failed 
to pull her oft, sad it was not until the 
light draft Petrel came to their as- 
sistance that the concerted effort suc- 
ceeded. 

An examination of the Adams caused 
a panic on board, as it was thought the 
ship would go to pieces, so the York- 
town towed her to rjnalaska. a dis- 
tance 1,100 miles, breaking all towing 
record. A terrific atorm overtook the 
vessels, which was weathered by 
the presumably disabled Adams in a 
much better manner than by the York- 

From Sitka the Adams proceeded to 
San Franoisoo without assistance or 
consort, and made the run in as good 
time as if no damage had been done to 
her, and this after a board at Unalaaka 
had decided that she was unfit to go to 

The Adams will go into the dry dock 
on Saturday, and many naval officers 
predict that little or nothing will be 
found the matter with her. As soon as 
she Is again ready for sea she Is des- 
tined for d uty at Samoa.
